ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

$ 

The  undersigned  Banks  and  Bankers  of  Cincinnati,  do  hereby 
associate  together  as  a Clearing  House,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating 
exchanges  of  checks  and  settling  balances  with  each  other,  and  agree 
to  be  governed  by  the  following  Articles  of  A.ssociation  : 

1.  The  name  of  the  As.sociation  shall  be  “The  Cincinnati 
Clearing  House  Association.” 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  .shall  consist  of  a President, 
Vice-President,  and  Committee  of  Management  of  five  members,  and 
a Manager,  who  shall  not  be  a member  of  the  A.ssociation,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  annually,  and 
.shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

3.  The  President,  (or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-Pre.sident),  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings;  he  shall  call  meetings  of  the  Association, 
whenever  in  his  opinion,  its  intere.sts  may  require  it,  or  whenever 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  at  the  request 
of  any  five  members.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  presiding  officers 
or  Secretary  from  any  meeting,  a President  or  Secretary  pro  tern,  .shall 
be  elected  bj’  the  members  pre.sent. 

4.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  general  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  business  of  the  Clearing  House  ; they  shall  pro- 
vide suitable  rooms,  furniture,  fuel,  books,  stationery,  etc;;  shall  estab- 
lish rules  for  the  convenient  working  of  the  business,  and  make  regu- 
lations to  be  observed  by  those  having  transactions  with  it ; they  .shall 
have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Association;  shall  pay  all  bills  through 
the  Trea.surer;  make  assessment  of  expenses  upon  members,  and 
report  .statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  at  the  clo.se  of  the  3'ear ; 
they  may  also  suspend  the  Manager,  whenever  there  may  appear  to 
them  sufficent  cau.se  for  so  doing.  They  shall  also  hear  and  determine 
all  disputes  between  members  of  the  Association,  ’which  shall  be 
submitted  to  them  by  both  parties  thereto.  But  either  party  shall  have 
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the  right  of  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Committee  to  the  Associa- 
tion for  final  decision,  at  a regular  or  called  meetings  by  giving  notice 
to  the  Committee  of  their  intention  to  do  so. 

5.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power,  whenever 
they  shall  consider  it  for  the  interests  of  the  AvSsociation,  to  examine 

any  member  of  the  Association,  and  to  employ  accountants  to  aid  in  ^ 

such  examination,  and  in  case  of  urgent  necessity  (to  be  determined 
b}'  the  Committee),  or  upon  refusal  of  the  member  to  permit  such 
examination,  may  suspend  such  member  from  the  privileges  of  the 
Clearing  House,  until  the  pleasure  of  the  Association  shall  be  ascer- 
tained ; provided,  that  no  member  of  the  Committee  shall  vote  on  an}- 
question  involving  the  suspension  of  the  bank  represented  by  him 
in  the  Association,  and  no  such  suspension  shall  be  ordered  unless 
a majority  at  least  of  the  Committee  shall  be  present,  and  the  vote 
be  unanimous. 

In  case  of  such  suspension,  the  Committee  shall  forthwith  call  a ^ 

general  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  take  the  matter  into  consider- 
ation. 

6.  The  Manager,  under  control  of  the  Committee  of  Manage- 

ment, shall  have  immediate  charge  of  the  business  of  the  Clearing 
House,  as  well  as  the  direction  of  the  clerks  employed,  and  his  deci- 
sions concerning  questions  of  practice  and  details  at  the  Clearing 
House,  shall  rule  until  modified  or  reversed  by  the  Committee  of  Man- 
agement. He  shall  impartially  impose  and  collect  fines  as  herein 
provided  for.  He  shall  also  act  as  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the 
Association.  ^ 

7.  Wherever  time  is  mentioned  in  these  Articles,  said  time  shall 
apply  to  all  days  but  Saturdays.  On  Saturdays  the  time  shall  be 
hourjearlier. 

8.  The  hour  for  making  exchanges  shall  be  two  o’clock  P.  M. 
precisely,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  when  messengers 
from  all  the  associated  banks  and  bankers  shall  appear  with  their 
respective  demands  separately  made  out  against  e.ich  member,  and  the 
totals  summed  up.  Items  presented  at  the  Clearing  House  later  than 
five  minutes  after  the  time  fixed  for  making  exchanges,  will  not  be 
permitted  to  be  cleared.  At  2:30  o’clock  P.  M.  messengers  shall  return 
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for  settlement,  when  the  Manager  shall  issue  his  checks  upon  the 
debtor  members,  to  the  creditor  members,  for  the  balances,  which 
checks  shall  on  presentation  be  settled  promptly  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  creditors,  in  whose  hands  only  they  are  to  be  available. 

9.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  betw^een  the  members  of 
this  Association,  that  all  items  received  from  the  Clearing  House,  are 
received  in  trust,  and  shall  be  so  held,  and  shall  remain  the  property 
of  the  members  w'ho  presented  the  same  at  the  Clearing  House,  until 
the  Manager’s  checks  for  the  day,  are  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
creditor  members,  as  provided  in  Article  10. 

10.  Each  debtor  member  shall  have  provision  made  at  his  place 
of  business,  to  respond  to  the  Manager’s  checks  up  to  four  o’clock 
of  the  day  of  their  issue.  Unless  the  Manager  be  notified  of  the 
dishonor  of  the  Manager’s  checks,  before  four  o’clock  of  the  day  of 
their  issue,  the  Clearing  House  Association  shall  be  free  from  all 
responsibility  on  said  checks. 

11  In  case  of  failure,  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the  Associ- 
ation, to  respond  promptly  to  the  checks  of  the  Manager,  said  checks 
shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  Manager,  who  shall  thereupon 
call  upon  the  defaulting  member,  ard  demand  and  receive  from 
such  member,  who  hereb}’  pledges  himself  to  deliver  to  the  Manager 
on  demand,  without  mutilation  or  cancellation,  all  the  items  received 
by  such  member  at  the  Clearing  House  on  that  day.  Upon 
receiving  said  item^,  the  Manager  shall,  without  delay,  return  them 
to  the  several  members  from  whom  the  defaulting  member  had 
received  them  at  that  da^-’s  clearings.  Said  several  members  shall 
then  redeem  said  items  in  full,  in  cash  or  its  equivalent,  and  out  of 
the  fund  thus  received  by  the  Manager,  he  shall,  at  once,  pay  the 
Manager’s  checks  to  which  said  defaulting  member  had  failed  to 
respond.  The  balance  of  said  fund  remaining  in  the  Manager’s  hands 
(which  will  just  equal  the  sum  of  the  items  to  the  Clearing 

House  by  the  defaulting  member  on  that  day),  he  shall  pay  to  said 
defaulting  member  or  his  legal  representatives;  and  it  is  further 
agreed  and  understood,  that  in  the  event  of  said  defaulting  member 
^ acting  in  bad  faith  by  cancelling  or  refusing  for  a time  to  surrender 

said  items,  it  shall  not  militate  against  any  of  the  interests  of  the  Asso- 
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ciation,  but  shall  be  treated  as  though  said  act  or  acts  of  bad  faith  did 
not  exist,  and  the  Association  shall  not  suffer  therebj-. 

12.  In  lieu  of  the  written  indorsement  of  a Cashier  or  other  offi- 
cer of  a member  on  all  items  sent  to  the  Clearing  House,  they  shall 
bear  the  impress  of  a uniform  stamp,  and  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment shall  designate  the  form  of  said  stamp. 

lil.  Errors  in  exchanges  and  claims  arising  from  return  of  checks, 
fi^oni  any  other  cause,  are  to  be  adjusted  directly  between  the  mem- 
bers who  are  parties  to  them,  and  not  through  the  Clearing  House. 

14.  Applications  for  Membership  must  be  made  to  the  President, 
and  by  him  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Management,  who  shall 
make  an  investigation  into  the  character  and  means  of  the  applicant, 
and  report  in  writing  to  a regular  or  called  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  application  shall  .state  first:  Amount  of  capital  employed,  the 
names  of  the  officers  and  list  of  stockholders  of  the  bank;  Second: 
Xames  of  individual  partners,  if  a private  banking  house;  Third: 
Names  of  officers  or  clerks  who  sha  1 be  authorized  to  sign  for  the 
corporation  or  firm  in  transactions  with  the  Clearing  House. 

Applicants  for  Membership  having  a cash  capital  of  not  le.ss  than 
One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  U)  on  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  be  admitted  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  a 
regular  or  called  meeting  thereof,  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be 
competent  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  impose  such  conditions  as  the  Association  may  deem  expedient 
at  the  time  of  .such  admission. 

15.  Each  bank  or  banker  on  becoming  a member  of  the  A.sso- 
ciation  shall  pay  an  admission  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall 
signify  its  assent  in  writing  to  the  Articles  of  Association,  and  each 
member  shall  pay  an  annual  membership  fee  of  twenty  dollais,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  asse.ssment  for  expenses. 

16.  The  expenses  of  the  Clearing  Hou.se,  shall,  after  deducting 
the  membership  fees,  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount 
of  the  clearings  of  each  member,  and  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  by 
the  Committee  of  Management  semi-annually  on  the  basis  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  preceeding  six  months. 
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17.  At  all  meetings  of  the  As.sociation  a quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  busine.ss  shall  consist  of  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
menibeis.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  The  President 
may  vote  as  a member.  Any  member  not  appearing  within  five  min- 
utes of  the  time  for  which  a meeting  has  been  called , shall  pay  a fine 
of  two  dollars,  the  time  being  fixed  by  the  Clearing  Hou.se  clock ; and 
for  non-attendance  at  meetings,  a fine  of  three  dollars  shall  be  imposed 
and  collected.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to 
remit  such  fines  for  cau.se. 

18.  Any  member  against  whom  no  charges  have  been  preferred, 
b}'  giving  notice  to  the  Committee  of  Management,  may  resign,  first 
paying  his  due  proportion  of  all  expenses  incurred.  But  no  member 
shall  be  relieved  from  the  obligations  of  the  Articles  of  Association, 
until  his  or  their  resignation  has  been  regularly  accepted  by  a twe- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Association. 

19.  For  cause  deemed  sufficient  by  the  Association,  r.ny  member 
may  be  expelled  from  the  Asvsociation  at  any  meeting  thereof, 
provided  two-thirds  df  the  whole  number  of  members  vote  in  favor 
thereof. 

20.  Bj'-Laws,  resolutions,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Clearing  House,  that  have  been  adopted,  may  from  time 
to  time  be  changed  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members,  at  any 
regular  or  called  meeting  of  the  Association,  previous  notice  having 
been  given  as  provided  in  Article  21  of  these  Articles. 

21.  Amendments  to  the  Articles  of  Association  may  be  made 
at  any  meeting  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members,  notice  of 

— ■ said  proposed  amendment  having  been  given  in  writing  at  a previous 

meeting. 

22.  Each  member  shall  obtain  authorit} , satisfactory  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management,  for  the  agreement  of  such  member  to  the 
adoption  of  these  Articles  of  Association,  and  a copy  of  such  authorit}’ 

f shall  accompany  the  signatures  of  the  officers  of  such  member  to  said 

Articles  of  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Manager  to  impose  and  collect  the  fines 
referred  to  in  Articles  6th  and  17th  of  this  Association  agreeably  to  the 
— following : 
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SCALE  OF  FINES. 

1.  All  errors  in  the  settling  clerks  statements,  whether  of  entry, 
omission  or  footing,  and  all  errors  causing  disagreement  between  the 
credit  entries  and  the  exchange  packages. — Each,  One  Dollar. 

2.  Disorderly  conduct  of  clerks  or  messengers  at  the  Clearing 
House,  or  disregard  of  the  Manager’s  instructions,  each  offense,  One 
Dollar. 

3.  Failure  of  clerk  or  messenger  to  appear  promptly  at  Clearing 
House  with  exchange  packages  at  two  o’clock  P.  M. — Each  offense, 
One  Dollar. 

4.  Failure  of  clerk  to  report  to  the  Manager  his  banks  debit  or 
credit  balance  by  fifteen  minntes  after  commencing. — Each  offense, 
One  Dollar. 

5.  Lateness  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association. — Each  offense, 
Two  Dollars. 

6.  Absence  from  any  meeting  of  the  Association. — Each  Offense, 
Three  Dollars. 

Fines  will  be  remitted  for  errors  promptly  reported  to  the 
Manager. 

The  time  referred  to  in  these  Articles  shall  be  Central  Standard 
time.
